OPTION ON ELECTION BALLOTS.

BE 1T ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF NEW MEXICO:
Section 1. A new section of the Election Code is enacted
to read:

"[NEW_MATERIAL] BALLOTS--NO STRAIGHT PARTY TICKET

OPTION.--Ballots shall not provide the option to vote a
straight party ticket with one mark or selection."
Section 2. Section 1-12-53 NMSA 1978 (being Laws 1977,
Chapter 222, Section 56, as amended) is amended to read:
""1-12-53. EMERGENCY SITUATIONS--VOTERS--EMERGENCY PAPER
BALLOT--GENERAL ELECTION--MARKING.--The voter iIn preparing an
